rodeo of the North American contin- 
ent. 

The Palliser Hotel, palatial Canad- 
fan Pacific Hotel in Calgary, will be 
convention headquarters for the two 
day business sessions which will be 
followed by the colorful sidetrip to the 
Rocky Mountain beauty spots. 


While western hospitality will nat- 
urally be a highlight of the Conven- 
tion, weekly newspaper publishers at- 
tend these conventions primarily for 
the purpose o fmeeting and discussing 
their problems with fellow publishers, 
with the idea in mind of bringing 
back to their own newspapers the lat- 
est ideas adopted in the progressive 
weekly preés of the nation. 

On Thursday, July 4th, the opening 
day of the Convention, the City of Cal- 
gary will tender a civic luncheon to 
the publishers, and that same evening 
a trip will be made to the Turner Val- 
ley oil fields where a tour of inspection 
will be made, and where the visiting 
editow will be guests of the Gas and 
Oil Section of the Board of Trade at 
dinner,

be announced and the awards made.

Edmonton, June 27— Independent 
members of the Alberta legislature 
held a meeting in Edmonton on Satur- 
day and drafted a letter to Premier 
Aberhart's government disapproving 
of an order-in-council, passed in 
April, which ordered that no session 
of the legislature should be held be- 
fore February 6, 1941. The letter from 
the Independent group declared that in 
view of the developments in the. war 
tm Europe the people should know 
what the Aberhart government is do- 
ing to help forward Canada's war ef- 
fort. Members of the legislature, it 
stated, should not be dependent only 
on press reports for knowledge of 
what the government's war plans and 
efforts are. 

The meeting demanded that Premier 
Aberhart should call a session of the 
legislature immediately in order to lay 
before the people's representatives its 
war time plans. The members also

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MAGNIFICENT SCENIC ROUTES 
TRAVERSED BY GREYHOUND BUSES 


The Greyhound Bus Lines will offi- 
cially inaugurate on June 15th a new 
service that will take the traveller ov- 
er the new National Parks Route on 
the way to the Pacific coast. This 
route will be over the Banff-Winder- 
mere highway, via Banff, Johnston 
Canyon, Marble Canyon, Radium Hot 
Springs, Kimberley and Cranbrook, to 
cross the border at Kingsgate and 
then on to Spokane, Seattle, and Van- 
couver, B.C. 

An alternative route is via the 
Crow’s Nest Pass over which the Grey- 
hound Service previously ran. 

The new service will open to the 
traveller by bus, the incomparable 
scenic beauties of the Banff-Winder- 
mere route, with the additional advan- 
tages of paassing through, or stopping 
over, if that is desired, at such noted 
resorts as Banff, Windermere, the 
Fairmont Hot Springs, Radium Hot 
Springs, and other scenic points in the 
mountains along the way. 

As in all Greyhound trips genreous 
stopover privileges are available en 
route, 

From Radium Hot Springs the route 
tob e traversed by means of the new 
Greyhound service goes along the east 


side of Windermere lake. The scen- 
ic beauties of this place are only one of 
its attractions, for it is noted for bath. 
ing, boating, fishing, hunting, or in- 
numerable hikes, offering access to 
beauties of the mountain park and the 
Columbia Valley. 

At Kingsgate the bus makes a brief 
stopover for Customs inspection, and 
proceeds on its way to Spokane.

A large turn out of ex-sernvice men 
attended a special meeting of the Can- 
adian Legion when the newly formed 
Volunteer reserve brought into being 
by Order in Council of the Province 
of Alberta was explained and regis- 
tration forms were completed. 


One of the fundamental objects ot 
the Reserve is that it be far reaching 
and all ex service men desirous of 
joining should get in touch and regis: 
ter with the Secretary of the Local 
Branch Canadian Legion AT ONCE. 
Speed is essential . 

While at present there is no reason 
to believe that the services of this 
body, other than for intelligence dut- 
ies will be immediately required, in 
the light of experience elsewhere, and 
in view of conditions now existing in 
the Empire, the situation here may 
change with startling rapidity and the 
services of this body be urgently 
quired, The Reserve is therefore a 
standby body and members should 
not become impatient by reason of ap- 
parent inactivity. In the initial stages 
there will be no medical examination, 
but men obviously unfit for service 
cannot be accepted except for special 
duty,

The human baby is born an active 
creature, Unlike other animals, how- 
ever, he has few definite instincts 
His activities are, in general, vague, 
diffused and uncoordinated. Right 
from babyhood he begins to learn. 
This means that his natural active 
ness is organized into certain chan: 


nels or habi ts. For instance, he learns 
to coordinate the reach of his hand 
with what his eye sees, until the adult 
hood hand and eye work so closely to 
gether that it never occurs to most ot 
us how difficult it once was to learn 
this. Once he grasps’ the _ benefits 
Which comes through communication 
with others, his natural babblings 
change to talk. He tries to talk better 
and better in order that others may 
understand him and do as he desires. 
He learns to walk and run. He learns 
to dress and undress himself. He 
learns to eat with a spoon and drink 
from a cup. All of these are habits 
which cost him much effort to learn, 
but which provide satisfying outlets 
tor his innate activeness. 

Now, anyone who has observed 
young children will testify to the de- 
light with which they learn new things | 
provided these are not too difficult for | 
them. To the child, learning is a Joy-| 
ful process, The feeling of new power 
over self and surroundings is a source 
of immense satisfaction. Along with 
Other habits, he forms the habit 
learning. And the habit of learning | 
means more than the ability to learn. 
it means a will to learn, an active de 
sire to learn, a love of learning. | 

A few further points should be ‘| 
ed about this early period. We repeat, 
the child is naturally active. He oc- | 
cupies himself in experimenting with 
the things around him. He is doing 
something, is into something, through- 
out his waking hours. He is often des- 
tructive because he does not under: | 
Stand adult values. Wise adults win| 
guide the child’s activities. They will 
provide him with plenty of education 
al, non destructive things to do. By 
use of approval and disapproval, they 
will build up in a child a sense of right 
and wrong conduct.

Not necessarily 
He desires to learn those things 
which interest him, And he is interest- 
ed in those things which are immed- 
iately useful in carrying out his many 
activities. This sets the keynote of 
Progressive Education, It is necessary 
to allow the child in school to 
out activities which lie in his field of 
interest. With the six-year-old, 
activities are generally somewhat 
follows, He is interested in playing 
house, playing store, making things 
sewing, Cutting pictures, 
and so on, Mostly it will be noted, 
these are simple imitations of adult 
activities. The child’s day in school 
should consist of a variety of such ac- 
tivities joinUdy planned by pupils and 
teacher. The teacher's function is one 
of guidance, He should be able to help 
the child do these things better. He; 
should be able to suggest and stimu; 
late the child into ever broader fields 
of interest. Many of the child's activ- 
ities will be carried on in company 
with other children, In such activities 
the child learns the values which ac- 
crue to cooperation, and the necessity 
for give and take in social life. Many | 
valuable attitudes are formed in this 
way. From such activities grow an ap- 
preciation of the value of communica- 
tion, which, of course, includes read-
